Could fire ruin 
Your Christmas? 


I's one of the wonderful traditions of 
Christmas to decorate your home, church 
and school with bright lights, gaily 
trimmed trees, branches of cedar, and 
streamers ol cre pe paper. However, this 
tradition can be the starting place for a 
fire that could ruin your Christmas holli- 
days. So when planning your decora- 


tions, plan for safety 


Christmas trees. Always buy a fresh 
tree, and then keep it in a cold place un- 
til ready to set it up. Don’t try to flame- 
proof your tree with chemical solutions 
Saw off diagonally at least an inch of 
trunk, then place the tree in a water- 
sand-, or carth-filled container 

Keep your tree away from any source 
of heat such as the fireplace, radiators 
and television sets. Check the wiring of 
all tree lights for defects 

It’s a good idea to have the switch for 
turning the light on and off away from 
the tree; and always turn the lights off 
when no one is in the room 

Be sure that the metallic icicles do not 
touch any of the light sockets. Don’t oper- 
ate electrical toys or trains around the 
tree, for a flying spark could send the tree 
up in flames Dispose of the tree as soon 


as the needles start to drop off. 


Decorations. Hach year there are more 
new and varied decorations, so you 
shouldn't have any trouble finding some- 
thing you like that is marked flameproof 
or nonflammable. It doesn’t cost any 
more to buy flame-resistant crepe paper 
or other decorative materials, so keep 
looking until you see the label 

If decorating a church or school for a 
party, take the decorations down as soon 
as the party is over Your local fire de- 
partment will be glad to check your 
church or school decorations to see that 


there is no immediate danger 


Wiring. Here is one of the first places a 
fire can break out. Before you string lights 
up, lay them out on the floor and check 
for frayed spots. If your old string of 
lights is in bad condition, replace them 
with a string that has the Underwriters 
Laboratories seal 

Avoid overloading circuits and run- 
ning extension cords across a room. Never 
place a flexible extension cord under the 
rug, for the underside of the rug will rub 
off the protective covering on wires 

Do not use indoor strings of lights out- 
side, Outside lighting requires water- 
proof electric cords and sockets, and 


lights which will not crack when wet 


Fire extinguishers. In the home, church 
or school it is advisable to have a fire ex- 
tinguisher handy at all times. Make sure 
every member of the family, or of a com- 


mittee, knows how to operate it.

A year ago, with hog prices drop- 
ping toward a dime a pound, a Corn 
Belt farm editor wrote: 

**Present hog prices were made 
almost a year ago when sows were bred 
for 1955 spring litters. And present 
breeding plans are determining what 
hog prices will be in the fall of 1956.”’ 

In other words, supply is a big 
part of the answer to the question: 
“Who (or what) sets livestock prices?”’ 
The other part is demand—how much 
consumers can, or will, spend for the 
meat you produce. 

Sounds simple, doesn’t it? Trouble 
is, though, that neither supply nor de- 
mand is just one easy-to-see thing. 
Both are made up of many moving 
parts ... and each part keeps changing 
speed and direction. 


It’s the way all the pieces happen 
to fit together at the time you sell that 
determines how much you get for your 
livestock. 

The supply-and-demand machine 
can look mighty complicated. And it 
isn’t always easy to figure out just 
what it’s doing. But we can clear up 
much of the mystery by taking a good 
look at the main gears. 

Let’s start with demand 

Main thing here is the number of 
dollars in consumer meat budgets. That 
depends on total income, because meat- 
eaters keep spending about the same 
percentage of their earnings for meat. 

But consumer income doesn’t 
change much from one day or week or 
month to the next. So when livestock 
marketings go up, about the same 
number of dollars are stretched over a 
larger meat supply—and prices have 
to give. Then when marketings go 
down, consumers pay higher prices for 
the smaller meat supply. 

Weather, relizious belief, seasonal 
habits, personal taste, the availability 
and cost of many foods which can be 
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used in place of meat —these also have 
a bearing on how much Mrs. Home- 
maker spends at the meat counter. 

Now let’s look at supply 

Each livestock raiser has his own 
ideas about how much to produce and 
when to sell. With several million sepa 
rate decisions being made, there's 
bound to be a lot of ups and downs in 
the amount and kind of meat sold.

More blood testing 
for animal diseases 


Blood testing to detect brucellosis and 
leptospirosis in cattle and swine and pul- 
lorum disease in poultry increased sharp- 
ly in Illinois during the past fiscal year 

Diseased animals and samples of blood 
from animals are referred to the diagnos- 
tic laboratory at the University of Illinois 
College of Veterinary Medicine by vet- 
erinarians throughout the state. 

The diagnostic laboratory received 
98,325 blood and milk specimens and 
made 129,257 examinations in the past 
year. This is an increase of 29 percent in 
examinations and 24 percent in speci- 
mens over the previous yea!

Stilbestrol doubles 
beef profits 


More evidence that ulbestrol 
make big increases in beef profits is re 
ported from the University of Minne 
sota’s Northwest Station at Crookston 

Stilbestrol doubled beef profits in 19 
56 research, according to Homer D 
Fausch, station animal husbandman 

Steers that had stilbestrol added to the 
ration returned an average of $34.84 
per head over feed costs, compared to 
just $17.84 for steers that didn’t get any 
stilbestrol 

Except for the stilbestrol 
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were exactly the same for the two groups 
of steers, Feeding period covered 139 days 

Stilbestrol-fed steers dressed out al- 
most 2 percent higher and had carcasses 
that graded a little better than steers 
without stilbestrol 

It took 9.37 pounds of ration to pro- 
duce a pound of gain on steers in the stil- 
bestrol lot, compared to 10 pounds
